Which means that since wo began publication of tho Daily Clarion 
and Clarion Weekly up to August 31, 1937 ovor and above all monoy wo 
received from the sales of papers and advertising and donations in 
Drivos, WE aHE STILL IK DEBT |12,541.20, This money has bcon borrow- 
od and must bo repaid. HO soc hur^ that in spite of the stiff (iuotas 
wo havo had in financial drives the Clarion has had to spond $12,541. 
£0 more than it has rcoeivod. 

And here we see the stark truth of the statement that WE CAN'T 
GO OK PILING UP SUCH a DEFICIT. We have borrowed this money and 
after all the money we have raised we still owe $12,541.20 WHICH WE 
CANNOT PAY from the present inoomo from sales of papers,' advertising 
and donations. BUT THE MO KEY MUST BE PAID. So we are face to faoe 
with two alternatives (we cannot consider for a moment tho third 
alternative of losing our Daily), of increasing tho amount of money 
raised in drives (which would mean raising all quotas set for Oct- 
ober by 75 per cent), or of increasing our circulation and income 
from advertising. 



Looking again at the position for the four months of May, Juno, 
July and August but leaving aside the money raised in donations we 
have the following:

At the present time we are losing $867.11 eaoh week and any 
monies wo raise in the Drive will be eaten into at this rate. How- 
ever, as wo showod above, wo arc in debt $12,541.20 (as at August 31, 
1937. It will be at loast $3000 mora whon the dolegatos road this 
roport). So that supposing WO are able to raise $20,000 in Ootobcr 
wo will end the drive on the last day of October with about $1000 
which will be eaten up in the first weok in November and thon tho 
paper will be completely without funds. 

Tho above figures show that whereas tho average weekly oxponsos 
for the first twolvo months of publication from May 1, 1936 to April 
31. 1937 was $1477 .91 tho avuragc oxponsos for tho past four months 
of May, June. July and August, 1937 wore $1669.61 per week which 
means an increase in expenses of $191.70 per week. 

However, boginning with May 1, 1937 wo began publication of a 
six page daily paper and in July we bogan publishing two editions 
which inoreascd the expenses by approximately: 



This moans that wo have reduced controllablo expenses during 
this period by this $85. Expenses havo been further reduced this 
past three months by a large reduction in telegrams, ongravings, 
long distanoo telephone calls, staff, books and magazines, book 
binding which will only show itsolf in tho next period when another 
average expense sheet is drawn up. 

During tho past four months of May, Juno, July and August, 1937 
we havo increased our average weokly incomo by $195.30 as comparod 
with the avorago for tho first twolve months of publication.

Note: The oxponsos of $928. 63 shown for March and April aro 
for a period of about two months and a half and inolude the addition- 
al expenso of setting up tho department in its own and separate 
office. This offico has now boon givon up. 

During this period wo have outstanding accounts amounting to 
$2500. of which $1000, to $1500. should bo oollootod. One of tho 
most important things facing the businoss management and tho ad- 
vertising department is to build an efficient collection system. 
Over tho period undor review, that is, from May I, 1936 until August 
31, 1937, it has cost us 63 por cent of our advertising income to 
maintain the department. If wc had had an efficient collection 
system this percentage would have boon much lower. 

Howcvor, ovon the present figure of a 47 percent profit is con- 
sidered by some of our comrades who have had cxtonsivo advertising 
oxpericnoc to bo an exoellent figure when tho total volume of salos 
is considorod. I am of the opinion that it is far too high. The 
advertising department has been and still is something new to our 
paper and we have spent money, in an attempt to help sales, which 
brought us no results, Experience has cost us money in this field 
and I am convinced that when the next review is made that our net 
income will be a much greater percentage of our gross income. 



In my opinion the advertising department has done good work. A 
great deal of credit must go to U. Ortenberg who started at soratch and 
proved that advertising oan be obtained for our paper. Phil Smith has 
carried on and I believe, will in the next period of time get enough 
advertising revenue to really be a large factor in finanoing the paper. 

Our advertising department has had to buck-up against stiff op- 
position. A year ago we had no oontaot whatever with advertising 
agenoies and it is through the agenoies that all worth while advert- 
ising is obtained. We now have established oontaot with the major 
agenoies and have reoeived a few advertisements from themi Objection 
of the agencies to advertising in our paper in the order of their 
importance are: 

fl) Ho Audit Bureau Of Circulation report. 

(8) Circulation too small to be effeotive. 

(3) The paper is a "olass" publication. The word "class" is 
not used here in the sense of the "working class". This objection 
means that our paper is considered, along with religious publications, 
organ of the Orange and other orders, eto. as one whioh only a vory 
limited strata of the population would read and therefore ono with- 
out what they call "advertising appeal." 

(4) Readers not the kind which respond to advertisements. 

(6) It is a Communist newspaper. 

These arc the major objections and then there are of course a 
couple of hundred in addition such as: "appropriations do not cover 
advertising in the Clarion" otc. 

To demonstrate the power of those agenoies: we oonvinoed one 
company that its bost medium of roaching tho workingman with his pro- 
duct was through the Clarion but owing to the vehement protest of his 
agonoy we failed to got tho Advertisement. 

It will not be easy to break down tho resistance to advertising 
in the Clarion but we are doing it slowly but surely. Ono of the things 
our party can do to help this process is to rapidly increaso tho cir- 
culation and give offoctivc support to tho Clarion's advertisers. Wo 
have disoovered that what businoss firms appreeiato most in an advert- 
ising medium is its growth. A rapidly growing newspaper can seouro 
plenty of advertising. Ours is not growing rapidly enough to constit- 
ute a real argumont in its favor. Porhaps most important of all is 
the response of our readers to advertisements. Advertisements in our 
paper are a new thing whioh explains why its loyal supporters have not 
yet realized tho tremondous importance of responding to advertisements. 

Advertising has to bo built up like a house, briok by brick. And 
in order to keep going up we must bo able to provo that our readers are 
responsive. This is not to say that we should try and organize every 
member and supporter to rush down to an advertisor and spend somo of 



thoir monoy on his products whether they can afford to or not. But at 
tho same time, if we aro to get any place and make the advertising de- 
partment cut down on the sweat we loso organizing financial drives it 
is necessary that we, consciously, do some work in bringing to tho at- 
tention of our members and our sympathizers tho help that thoy can bo 
in keeping advortisors. In my opinion this is the koy question as to 
whether our advertising department will be ablo to fulfill our hopos 
in bringing rcvonuo to tho Clarion. 

Our circulation, as the figures show, has not inoroased to tho 
figure wo had planned for tho Eighth national Convention. Outsido of 
Toronto wo did not got an organized drive for circulation underway In 
tho area of tho Daily Clarion. Our main weakness still lios in tho 
faot that wo have been unable to soouro, ovorywhoro, capable, efficient 
people to handle the paper. Whenever we are able to secure the ser- 
vices of a capable comrade for a short period we immediately begin to 
show an increase in circulation in that area. The question of obtain- 
ing the right people permanently is a question of their upkeep and 
lack of finances has prevented us from establishing subsidies to a- 
gents except in certain key cities. Often we secure capable agents 
who are willing to live on next to nothing while attempting to build 
the circulation to a figure where the commissions would give them at 
least a living but laok of co-operation from seotion committees and 
branches has disheartened them and they have left. It is true that 
our section committees are not demonstrating in deeds that they under- 
stand the importance of the Clarion and that a much larger circulation 
could be obtained. 

It is still not possible for the Clarion to pay people to get us 
circulation, and, the few attempts we made along this line, shows that 
just anybody at all cannot register success in getting readers. The 
people who have proven to be best circulation getters are always mem- 
bers of the Party. V/e have many examples along this line which will 
be given in other reports. 

At the same time our circulation is increasing. The issuing of 
the two editions is largely responsible for the increase to date 
(this is the opinion of agents and sellers as additional local news 
is what sells the paper more than anything else). At the sane time 
v/e need more organization in our editorial department so that we will 
always get the national edition off in time to catch all night trains. 
This we have not been ablo to do consiatantly and tho result has 
played havoc with our apparatus in oities outside of Toronto. 

This summer we inaugurated a contest somewhat similar to what 
other papers occasionally run. The purpose of the Who's Who Contost 
was to fl) Prevent a fluctuation downward which we experienced last 
summer. (2) Get those three thousand people who take the paper on 
Saturday to take it daily. (3) Get now readers. 
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It is not possible to say definitely Just how successful the Con- 
test was but I am of the opinion that it didn't "go over" so well. 
This year we did not have a fluctuation downward. Instead we increas- 
ed the daily sales. Also we know that we induced several hundred who 
formerly took the paper less than daily to take it daily as a result 
of the contest and also we had reports of new readers being obtained. 
However, during this same period we had a drive for readers and the 
inauguration of the two editions so it would, at best, only be fair to 
state that the Contest helped the circulation. Certainly it was no 
howling suooess judging from the ontries roceivod to date which is 
less than one hundrod. 

In spite of this I think that the idea of running various kinds 
of oontosts, perhaps twioe a year, one in summer and ono in wintor, 
is a good ono because it is one addod foaturo that lends interest to 
tho papor. Also I think our own oomrades should be induced to take 
part in such contests. So many of our oomrades feel that such ideas 
are Just for non-readers or non-party members. Whereas in reality 
the paper is not entering deeply enough into tho lives of the poople 
and one explanation of tr.is is that our many thousand's* oi comradosTn 
the party do not take a sufficient personal interest in tho papor . 
Our paper needs a more "homey" character and this will' he obtained by: 
lottors to tho editor, much moro lntorost in the woman's and children's 
pages, participation in oontests, etc. 

The "Book Offer" for the Clarion Weekly was almost a complete flop. 
We seourod less than 100 now subscribers as a rosult of it. And yet 
the offer was a good one from the finanoial point of view. I had no 
criticism of the offer from our oomrades in Western Canada but obvious- 
ly there was something wrong with it or we would have been more success- 
ful than we were. 

During October we are making another "Book Offer". This latter 
one is somewhat different than the firat one In that a book, "I Visit 
the Soviets" by Margaret Gould is given free with every year's sub- 
scription. The results of this second offer should tell us definitely 
the value of offering books as premiums for readers. 

The financial position of the paper at the beginning of the Oct- 
ober Drive is not a good one. We will be in debt over $15,000 and 
allowing for the defioit which we will experience during the weeks of 
the campaign we will wind up the Drive and still be broke. 

This situation absolutely must be altered this winter or we can- 
not oontinue. Expenses must be reduced and income from sales of 
papers and advertising increased. It is obvious that we simply can- 
not continue bearing a deficit of *857 per 



In order to effeot further economies in the administration we will 
need to raise the efficiency of our organization. We have cut engrav- 
ings, telegrams, etc. and staff to the point where it is a question 
whether or not the paper is not suffering. However by bettering the 
organization of our work we oan, unquestionably, put out a better 
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paper than previously and at a less oost. 

During this past three months we have consolidated the advertising 
department into the main office, and next month we will give up the 
premises on Churoh Street which we have had to keep as a result of a 
long term lease contracted for in the days of illegality when we had 
great difficulty getting any place at all. I don't think our staff 
can be out any further. Indeed perhaps if another capable political 
person was added it would result in further economies as a result of a 
tetter organization of the work. 

Every expenditure is being watched carefully and wherevor money 
can be saved it will bo saved. Even if we are suooessful in roducing 
further the cost of the paper wo cannot reduce it enough to cut out 
the tremendous doficit wo are now suffering. This oan only be done 
* by increasing advertising and paper sales revenue. 

Advertising for September will total oloso to $1200 gross, with, 
I oxpoct close to $1000 net for the paper. It will be the best month 
so far. At this moment (September 19) I cannot say whethor ve will bo 
able to keep this up during tno winter but if we can sign half a doz- 
en advertisers that are now considering advertising in the Clarion wo 
will bo ablo to koop up this figuro. 

That will bo a great help to the papor but will still not solvo 
our difficul' us. We must inorease our circulation to at least £0,000* 
That is, we m\.st obtain another 13,000 readers. And if we are not to 
fold up in the spring we must gain at least half this number this win- 
ter, There is no other solution to the desperate financial problem 
of the paper and we must solve this problem if we are to continue 
daily publication* 

I recommend that the Convention appoint a commission represent- 
ative of all parts of Canada and trade unions, unemployed and women 
to go thoroughly into the financial and circulation position of both 
' papers.
